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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  August  1979 
totaled  58.5  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
up  0.4  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  5.5  million  pounds  above  the  same  month  of 
the  previous  year. 

During  August,  55.6  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  up  1.5 
million  pounds  from  the  previous  month  and  up 
4.9  million  pounds  from  August  1978.   The  per- 
centage of  producer  milk  in  Class  1  was  95.09% 
in  August  compared  to  93.16%  the  previous 
month  and  95.79%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
August  was  $13.53  per  cwt.  —  up  18  cents  from 
July  1979  and  $1.50  above  August  1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  39.2  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  August  1979.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  down  1.1  million  pounds  from 
July  and  were  up  0.2  million  pounds  from  August 
1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  35.7  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  36.8  million 
pounds  in  July  1979  and  36.6  million  pounds 
during  August  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
91.11%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  August 
compared  to  91.35%  last  month  and  93.71%  during 
August  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  August  milk 
was  S13.54,  an  increase   (Continued  on  page  7) 


Market   Administrator 
Retires 

On  October  8,  1979,  John  Nord  will  retire 
as  Market  Administrator  after  approximately  32 
years  of  service  with  the  Federal  government. 

He  will  be  succeeded  by  Mr.  Paul  Halnon. 
Mr.  Halnon  has  served  on  the  staff  of  the  Dairy 
Division,  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  since 
1956,  and  as  Deputy  Director  of  the  Dairy  Di- 
vision since  1969. 

Milk  to  be  Supported 
at  80  Percent  of    Parity 

Manufacturing  milk  will  be  supported  at  80 
percent  of  the  October  1  parity  price.  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  Bob  Bergland  announced. 

The  exact  support  price  will  be  determined 
after  the  September  28  Agricultural  Prices  report 
is  released.   However,  it  is  expected  that  the 
support  price  will  be  about  $11.22  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  with  a  milkfat  content  of  3.5 
percent,  compared  with  the  present  support  of 
$10.51.   The  $11.22  support  price  is  equivalent 
to  $11.49  for  milk  with  3.67  percent  milkfat,  the 
U.  S.  annual  average,  compared  with  the  present 
support  of  $10.76  at  average  test. 

The  adjustment  will  have  little  effect  on 
consumer  prices  since  market  forces  are  expected 
to  put  retail  prices  above  the  new  support  level 
by  October  1. 

By  law,  milk  must  be  supported  at  75  to  90 
percent  of  parity.   The  support  level  is  being 
set  at  80  percent  on  October  1  to  assure  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  milk,  to  reflect  changes  in  the 
cost  of  production,  and  to  assure  dairy  farmers 
an  income  that  will       (Continued  on  page  7)

enable  them  to  maintain  sufficient 
productive  capacity  to  meet  anti- 
cipated future  needs. 

To  enable  manufacturing 
plants,  on  the  average,  to  pay 
products  at  least  the  support 
price  for  their  milk,  the  govern- 
ment offers  to  buy  butter,  cheese 
and  nonfat  dry  milk  at  announced 
prices.   The  government  purchase 
prices  will  be  announced  at  the 
same  time  as  the  milk  support 
price. 

Dairy  products  purchased  by 
the  government  are  used  mostly 
for  domestic  and  foreign  donations. 
They  also  are  available  for  sale 
at  105  percent  of  current  purchase 
prices.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  10  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UNCHANGED 

The  August  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased 
10  points  (4  percent)  to  234  percent  of  its  January-December 
1967  average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing 
most  to  the  decrease  since  July  were  lower  prices  for  cattle,  soy- 
beans, corn,  oranges  and  hogs.   Higher  prices  for  lettuce,  milk, 
lemons  and  tobacco  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  23 
points  (11  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  August  15  was 
251,  unchanged  from  mid-July.   Lower  prices  for  feeder  livestock 
and  feed  were  offset  by  higher  prices  for  fuels  and  energy,  build- 
ing and  fencing  materials,  and  family  living  items.   The  August 
index  was  30  points  (14  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  93 
for  the  month  August  1979.   The  ratio  was  down  5  points  from  the 
previous  month  and  down  2  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

11  SOUTHWEST  MILK  ORDERS 

The  starting  date  for  new  base- 
excess  plans  in  11  southwestern  milk 
marketing  orders  has  been  suspended 
as  a  result  of  a  U.S.  Distric  Court 
order. 

Uniform  base-excess  plans  were 
to  go  into  effect  September  1  in 
federal  milk  orders  for  the  Texas, 
Neosho  Valley,  Wichita,  Memphis, 
Fort  Smith,  Red  River  Valley,  Okla- 
homa Metropolitan,  Central  Arkansas, 
Lubbock-Plainview,  Texas  Panhandle, 
and  Rio  Grande  Valley  markets. 

The  court  order  that  caused 
the  suspension  of  the  starting  date 
of  the  new  plans  was  issued  by  a  U. 
S.  court  in  Dallas,  Texas,  after  a 
group  of  Texas  milk  producers  went 
to  court  to  keep  the  plans  from 
being  put  into  effect.   The  pro- 
ducers alleged  that  the  public 
hearing  record  does  not  contain 
enough  evidence  to  support  the  base- 
excess  plans ,  that  USDA' s  decision- 
making procedures  were  illegal,  and 
that  the  producer  referendum  was 
invalid.

SOUTHFASTFRN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  63.0  million 
pounds  of  milk,  during  August  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were 
down  0.4  million  pounds  and  0.4 
million  pounds  above  August  1978. 

In  the  August  equalization 
pool,  59.4  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  0.2  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
0.8  million  pounds  above  August 
1978.   Class  I  milk  was  94.28%  of 
the  total  during  August  compared 
to  93.39%  the  previous  month  and 
93.59%  during  August  of  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  August  milk 
was  $13.77  per  cwt .   The  uniform 
price  was  up  12  cents  from  July  and 
was  $1.51  above  August  1978. 

PRODUCER  SUMMARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  480  producers  delivered 
160.7  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to  463 
producers  and  161.7  million  pounds 
during  the  previous  month  and  417 
producers  and  154.6  million  pounds 
during  August  1978.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  in  August  were  down
